Ernest Borchers to Be Prosecuted 
Under Law Making Workhouse

A State warrant charging careless 
driving was issued today against Ernest

On account of the bombardment of the 
place, even the Bulgarian residents 
moved out. (Glevgeli, in Servia, 
is 40 miles northwest of Saloniki.) ; 

The director of the postoffice arrived 
here this morning on horseback, and 
says he was the last to leave the city, 
which was being bombarded. He re- 
ports that shells set fire to the former 
American Hospital, which had been op- 
erated by Dr. James Donnelly, and after 
his death was taken over by the French 
for the care of French and Servian 
wounded, of whom all were safely re- 
moved. The railroad station was also 
destroyed. 

Dora Groultch, Servian-American 
nurse in charge of the Frothingham 
Unit, with her assistant, Elva Reed of 
Lagrande, Ore., left Gievgeli on the 9th, 
bringing safely here in a freight car 38 
Servian orphans. The women are doing 
splendid work. The orphanage is sup- 
ported by an American named Froth- 
ingham of Baltimore, and was originally 
located at Nish, but was driven from 
that place and took refuge at Gievgelli. 

When your correspondent visited 
Gievgeli last week the women were 
managing restaurants, with the profits 
from which they supported the orphans. 

Lady Scott’s unit of five Scotch nurses 
also escaped safely and no Americans 
or English remain in Gievgelli. 

Refugees are now crowding into Sa- 
loniki on mattresses in carts, carrying 
their pitiful possessions in their ker- 
chiefs and in baskets.

Have Destroyed 508 Ships 


LONDON, Dec. 13.

rian submarines to date have 

sunk 608 ships, according to a 
news dispatch from Berlin. The 
total tonnage of the vessels sunk 
is given as 917,819.

GERMAN NOTE ON 
ARABIC; AUSTRIA 
ON ANCONA CASE 


The Austro-Hungarian Admiralty’s ex- 


planation .of the sinking of the Ancona 
by a submarine and Germany's officia! 
note of disavowal and regret in the 
Arabic case are given herewith. 

Austro-Hungarian note of Nov. 13. 

“The submarine fired one shot in 
front of the Ancona’s prow, where- 
upon the steamer fled at full speed, 
in accordance with the order issued 
by the Italian authorities, which in- 
structs ship commanders to flee or 
to sink the submarine. The subma- 
rine pursued the steamer and con- 
tinued firing, but the vessel stopped 
only after being hit several times. 

“The submarine allowed 45 min- 
utes for the passengers and crew to 
abandon the steamer, but only a 
small number of boats were lowered 
and these were occupied principal- 
ly by the crew. 

“A great number of boats, proba- 
bly sufficient to save all the passen- 
gers, remained unoccupied. 

“After a period of 50 minutes, and 
as another steamer was. approach- 
ing, the submarine submerged and 
torpedoed the Ancona, which sank 
after an additional 4 minutes. 

“If any of the passengers lost 
their lives, this was due to the fault 
of the crew, because the steamer 
tried to escape after it had received 
orders to stop, and then the crew 
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only saved themselves and not the 
passengers. 

“Reports published in the foreign 
press that the submarine fired on the 
Ancona’s lifeboats are mendacious. 
inventione. When the steamer 
stopped the submarine ceased firing.”’ 
German note of’ Oct. 5 on the Arabic 

from Ambassador von Bernstorff to Sec- 
retary of State’ Lansing: 


“Prompted by the desire to reach a 
satisfactory agreement with regard to 
the Arabic incident, my Government has 
given me the following instructions: 

“Tne orders issued by his majesty, the 
Emperor, to the commanders of the Ger- 
man submarines, of which I notified you 
on a previous occasion, have been made 
so stringent that the recurrence of inci- 
dents similar to the Arabic case is con- 
sidered out of the question. 

“According to the report of Command- 
er Schneider of the submarine which 
sank the Arabic, and his affidavit as 
well as those of his men, Commander 
Schneider was convinced that the Arabic 
intended to ram the submarine. 

“On the other hand, the Imperial Gov- 
ernment does not doubt the good faith 
of the affidavit of the British officers 
of the Arabic, according to which the 
Arabic did not intend to ram the sub- 
marine. The attack of the submarine 
was undertaken against the instructions 
issued to the commander. The Imperial 
Government regrets and disavows this 
act and has notified Commander Schnei- 
der accordingly. 

“Under these circumstances, my Gov- 
ernment is prepared to pay an indemnity 
for American lives, which to its deep 
regret have been lost on the Arabic. I 
am authorized to negotiate with you 
about the amount of this indemnity.”’

ENGLAND TO BUY. 
AMERIGAN STOCKS 
~ HELD IN. BRITAIN 


Payment to Be Made in Five- 
Year 5 Per Cent Exchequer 
Bonds, Commons Is Told. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—The British Gov- 
ernment has decided to purchase Amer- 
ican securities held by British in- 
vestors, paying for them in _five- 
year, 5 per cent exchequer bonds, The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Reginald 
McKenna, made this announcement in 
the House of Commons today. 

He said the Government was willing to 
buy such American dollar securities as 
were suitable at the middle American 
price of the day, without brokerage or 
commission. 

McKenna assured the House of Com- 
mons nothing would be done to harass 
the American market in connection with 
mobilization of American securities or 
to injure American financial interests. 
He believed there was available a suffi- 
cient amount of securities to maintain 
exchange with New York. 

The plans for mobilizing American 
securities, he said, was entirely volun- 
tary. Estimates of the amount of Amer- 
ican and Canadian securities held in 
this country varied, he continued, from 
$300,000,000 to $400,000,000 to as high az 
$700,000,000 or $800,000,000. 

McKenna added that he anticipated 
no difficulty in raising on. voluntary 
terms such loang ag the State might re- 
quire. , 

This was the Chancellor’s reply to a 
request that he take steps to put an end 
to rumors that a compulsory loan might 
be necessary. 

In explaining the plan for mobilization 
of American securities, McKenna said 
that in case individual holders were un- 
able tc sell them, the Treasury would 
accept their holdings on deposit for two 
years. The lender would receive thé in- 
terest accruing plus one-half of 1 per 
cent. 

The Treasury would retain the right to 
sell securities thus deposited, under cer- 
tain contingencies, the Chancellor con- 
tinued, paying the middle New York 
price of the day and an additional two 
and cne-half per cent on the value thus 
calculated. 


GERMANY HOLDS AMERICAN 
SHIP AS “ENEMY VESSEL” 


HAMBURG, Germany, Dec. 13.—The 
prize court which has before it the case 
of the American ship Pass of Balmaha 
has decided to treat her as “an enemy 
vessel.” It is announced that the evi- 
dence has been established that the ship 
Was under the British flag until the end 
of 1914 and was sold to an American 
company after the outbreak of the war. 

The Pass of Balmaha was captured 
while she was on her way to Archangel, 
Russia, with a cargo of cotton, which 
has been sold for 2,500,000 marks (about 
$625,000). A judgment covering the pro- 
ceeds will be announced on Dec. 4. -

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Noted Qonfederate Officer and 
Democratic Politician Long

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Former Sen- 
ator Francis Marion Cockrell or Mis- 


souri died here today. 

Infirmities of olf age, resulting in 
serious illness during the last two weeks, 
caused’ death. 

Francis Marion Cockrell was born 
Oct. 1, 183%, in Johnson County, Mo., 
graduated at the age of 19 from Chapel 
Hill College, in Lafayette County, and 
Was married in the same year. de 
practiced law in Warrensburg, and in 

As a mark of respect to former Sen- 
ator Cockrell, the Senate adjourned to- 
day to noon Thursday. 

January, 1862, he entered the Confed- 
esate provisional army. in Springfield, 
Mo,, and was soon afterward elected a 
Captain. -He rose thfough the ranks of 
Lieutenant-Colonel and Colonel to Brig- 
adier-General. He was wounded in the 
battle of Frahklin, Tenn.,-and in the 
siege of Vicksburg, where he was blown 
into the air by the explosion of Gen. 
Grant’s mihes. . 

His Letter for Amnesty. 

In his letter applying to the President 
of the United States for amnesty, Cock- 
rell stated his belief that the principles 
for which he was fighting “had been 
finally and permanently settled against 
me by the decision of arms, and in that 


decision it was my duty to ac@uiesce.’’ 


He promised’ that, if restored to the 
rights of citizenship, “I shall feel it to 
be my Government, and sh@ll as fully 
support and defend its Constitution and 
laws as I have tried to support and de- 
fend the Cohfederate states.” 

Full amnesty was xzranted to Gen. 
Cockrell in March, 1866, and he re- 
turned to Warrensbyprg and took up his 
law practice, until in 1872 he became a 
candidate for Governor. He was 4e- 
feated, in the Democratic state conven- 
tion, by one-sixth of a vote, and he 
made such an earnest campaign for his | 
successful rival that,.in 174, he was 
chosen United States Senator, to -suc- 
ceed Carl Schurz. 

His senatorial service was continuous 
through five six-year terms until 1905, 
when a Republican Legislature, ufter a 
factional deadlock, _electéd William 
Warner to spcceed him. President 
Roosevelt's comment on this change was 
that the people of Misseuri had lost a 
faithful public servant, but that the 
Government would not lose him, and he 
appointed Cockrell a member of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. ”

| STOPPING MURDER ON THE SEA. 

The word “spineless” cannot be applied to the 
administration’s Austrian note on the sinking of 
the Ancona. It is vigorous and to the point. 

Characterizing the act as a violation of “the 
| prisictnies of international law and humanity,” 
| “wanton slaughter of defenseless noncomba- 
tants,” “outrage,” “illegal and indefensible,” “in- 
humane and barbarous,” “abhorrent to all civil- 
ized nations,” the President, through Secretary 
Lansing, demands prompt denunciation of the 
act, the punishment of the officer who perpe- 
trated the deed and indemnity for slain Ameri- 
cans. 

The demand is in the nature of an ultimatum 
because the time for discussion has passed. As 
Secretary Lansing says in his note, the Austro- 
Hungarian Government, through the German cor- 
respondencé, knows the attitude of the United 
States on submarine warfare on vessels of com- 
merce and the German acquiescence in that atti- 
tude. In the light of the Lusitania and Arabic 
controversies there is no excuse for the com- 
mander of the Austrian submarine, nor for the 
Austro-Hungarian Government if it does not 
promptly disavow the act. ' 

Having exhausted the resources of reason and 
diplomacy, we must take other steps to stop these 
murderous submarine assaults on innocent and 
helpless noncombatants. We must protect the 
lives of American citizens. We must check the 
illegal and inhuman slaughter of women and 


‘| children. 


The American people will support their Gov- 
ernment in any measures to prevent murder on 
the sea. We have reached a point where peremp- 
tory action is megeesary.

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FOR FRENCH WAR SUFFERERS. 

The appeal of the French citizens of St. Louis 
for funds to relieve the widows and orphans of 
French soldiers should find a generous response 
from their fellow citizens. Charity knows no race, 
nationality or creed. It responds to human suf- 
fering wherever it may fall. 

The American people profoundly sympathize 
with the French people in their bitter struggle 
and sacrifices.

The other set of allies are not a whit less {llv- 
sive in dealing with our rights than the Teutons. 
England seized the Hooking almost in American 
waters, the Genessee at St, Lucia and the Kanka- 
kee off the coast of South America and sent them 
to remote prize courts on some vague allegation 
of a German moiety in their ownership. Not 
content with that, she commandeered them for 
military uses. No sooner has this last bold plan 
of confiscation been checked by our protests, 
than France commits the most flagrant offense 
so far chargeable to her at sea and one of the 
most flagrant of the whole war. 

From the Carolina in West India waters the 
French cruiser Descartes took off Steward 
Schaade on the explanation that he was a Ger- 
man. The-same cruiser fired solid shot at the 
Coamo in the same waters and took off four of 
her crew as Germans. She also stopped, 
searched the San Juan and took off two second 
cabin passengers. 

Why this obnoxious work is entrusted to a 
French ship is easy to be seen. It outrages a 
principle which the British threatened hostili- 
ties to maintain during our Civil War and 
which was established in their favor. These 
several incidents are even more serious than 
that of the British ship Trent on which the 
Confederates Mason and Slidell were seized. The 
American steamers interfered with are prac- 
tically in our coastwise trade, plying between 
Porto Rico and the mainland. If our Porto 
Rican ferry can be thus meddled with, how long 
will it be before our ferry from Key West to 
Havana, other vessels in our exclusively do- 
mestic trade, other ferries be meddled with? 

If this is freedom of the seas, what would 
constitute despotism? Ships under the Ameri- 
can flag may be left undermanned by the seiz- 
ures and subjected to inconvenience and peril. 
Naturalized Americans are as likely to be 
seized as foreigners by naval officers who as- 
sume the functions of a -court to decide citizen- 


ship.

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CHARITABLE ORGANIZATION NEEDS FUNDS. 

The St. Vincent de Paul Society is making a 
special appeal for funds with which to meet the 
demands upon it this winter. At the approach 
ef the most trying part of the season, it finds 
itself without means to continue its great work 
of caring for the poor. Under the rules of this 
society, help-is given the worthy destitute, irre- 
spective of creed, color or nationality, as long as 
funds last. 

The Provident Association, which has opened 
four new branches in order to facilitate relief 
work, will also be hard put to it to meet the .de- 
mands on its resources. And the same applies 
to the Jewish Charitable and Educational Al- 
liance. These three organizations represent the 
most efficient and best managed bodies of workers 
engaged in the relief of destitution in St. Louis. 
Their work has stood the test of time and St. 
Louis could ill afford to see that work stop for 
lack of public support. 

There appears to be a belief that, owing to the 
decrease in immigration and the increased pros- 
perity, the demand for relief on account of desti- 
tution will not be so great this winter as in 
former years. But, even in normal times, these 
charitable organizations have all pom § can do to 
meet the demand. And every day's” mail brings 
to the Post-Dispatch letters from persons unable 
to find work and suffering from extreme poverty. 
That the help needed may be most efficacious, 
it should be given at once.

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THE PROFITS BEHIND THE GUNS. 

For the first year of the war in Burope, the 
Krupp company of Essen reports a profit approx- 
imately $25,000,000. To the eyes of a world which 
has not yet learned to do without cannon this 
concern now touches the apex of prosperity in its 
own line. It presents in practical perfection the 
combination of essentials, Money and Gunpowder, 
lauded by Mr. Andrew Undenhaaft, the million- 
aire maker of big guns and torpedoes, in Mr. 
Bernard Shaw's witty “Major Barbara.” 

Along with the Krupp report of expanded 
profits comes also a statement that the share- 
holders will take no extra dividends. Instead, 
they will increase their endowment fund for pub- 
lic welfare purposes and will add to the national 
funds for the care of dead soldiers’ families. But 
curiously enough, it is this charitable end of 
their enterprise which has subjected them to 
criticism in their own country. 

There are writers for the German press who 
insist that the Krupps are doing no more than 
they ought, and indeed, that they cught to be 
made to do much more. Put into rough and 
‘ancultured English, the idea of these critics is 
that, having first made their widows, orphans 
and cripples, the cannon-founders ‘should be

We need not expect from the Krupps such a 
polished and ironic rejoinder as that put Into the 
mouth of Mr. Undenhaaft before referred to.

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BIG SHIP PLANT 


Herman Stifel Says $1,000,000 
Will Be Expended on $3,- 
000,000 Yards in East. 


St. Louisans who are officers and di- 
rectors of the $3,000,000 Standard Ship- 


Building Corporation recently incorpo- 
rated in New York, told today of the 
plans of the company, which will build 
merchant ships of standard wize and ex- 
pects, through the standardization of 
patterns and tools to effect a big saving. 

Edward A. Faust is first vice president, 
Herman C. 8Stifel is second vice president 
and Moses Shoenberg is one of the di- 
rectors of the corporation. Members of 
the Adolphus Busch family, besides 
Faust, have invested heavily in the stock 
and many other St. Louisans are said 


to be among the stockholders. 
New Yorker Presi jent. 


Herbert A. Ayers of New York, lum- 
ber and oil magnate, with whom SBtifel 
is associated in a large Mexican enter- 
prise, is president of the company and it 
was through him that the St. Louis cap- 
italists became interested. 

Stifel said today: *“‘The Standard Ship- 
Building Corporation has taken over the 
Townsend & Downey Shipyards on 
Shooter Island, between Staten Island 
on the north side of Staten Island be- 
tween Brooklyn and the Jersey Coast. 
It consists of 33 acres with riparian 
rights in 60 additional acres covered by 
shallow water. The 83 acres are’ cov- 
ered with dry docks, machine shops and 


- various other buildings with shipbuild- 


ing equipment. It has a mile and a half 
of dock and large dry-docking railways. 
When the plant is in full operation it 
will employ about 3000 men. 

\To Spend $1,000,000. 

“The company will fill in the ground 
now covered by shallow water and will! 
spend $1,000,000 in extending the plant 
and making it more balanced. 

“Two million tons of shipping. has 
been destroyed up to this time in the 
war and the destruction goes on. This 
destruction has drawn the attention of 
this country to the possibilities in ship- 
building.” 

First Vice President Faust is to de- 
vote himself largely to the affairs of 
the company. The other directors are 
Wallace Downey of New York and E. A. 
Clark and W. E. Coolidge of Boston. 
Downey, interviewed in New York, said 
operation would begin within two months 
and the first ship would be launched 
within a year. In the second year a 
ship would be launched every 6 days 
and in the third year one would be 
launched every 30 days.
